Manila, May 31.—6:80 p. m.—De- 


tails regarding the capture by Filipi- 
nos of two officers of the United 
States hospital ship Relief yesteiday, 
have just been obtained. The Relief 
lies in the harbor in front of this 
city. Third Officer Fred Heppy and 
Assistant Engineer Charles Bland- 
foid, rigged a sail on one of the 
ship's boats and went sailing along 
the shore, On the south, opposite the 
insurgent lines. 
The boat became 


becalmed near the shoie and some 
native canoes with some Filipinos on 
boaid put out and captuied the two 
men, 
who were unarmed, and also 


took possession of the boat. 
The 


United States turreted ship Mouad- 
,nock quickly sent a boat with a land- 
ing party ashore, under cover of her 
guns, and shelled the shore briskly. 


The natives, however, rushed the 


prisoners into the woods before the 
Monadnock's boat reached the shore. 
Persons on board several other ships 
saw the affair through glasses but 
were unable to prevent the capture 
of Messrs. Heppy and Blandford. 


Friendly natives arriving here 


from the country around San Isidro 
and San Migeul report that a reign 
of terror has prevailed since the 
American troops were withdrawn 
from those parts of the islands. 


The insurgents who are returning 


there deal vengeance upon those of 
their countrymen who .iave shown 
any friendship towards the Ameri- 
cans during the latter's occupaton of 
the territory. The frlendlies declare 
that unoffending people are being 
murdered daily, and that their 
houses are being burned and their 
property being confiscated. 
Plenty 


of sympathizers with the insurrec- 
tion remained during the Americans' 
stay, and they have been reporting 
these instances of friendliness to- 
ward our troops. 


The refugees and the inhabitants 


were badly oppressed by the native 
soldiers before the American occupa- 
tion, but said that their conditions 
were worse now. 


Doubtless there is much truth in 


these reports, though such stories 
from the Filipino sources are always 
magnified.

SOLDIERS TO BE COLONISTS. 


New York, May 31.—A special to 


the Herald says: 


Information has been received here 


that satisfactory results have attend- 
ed the movement among volunteer 
regiments in Manila for the estab- 
lishment of a large American colony 
in the Philippines. 


Four thousand of the volunteers 


now In the islands are reported to 
have signed a petition to the presi- 
dent and secretary of war praying 
that they receive their discharges in 
Manila instead of at the places of en- 
listment, and that they be allowed 
travel pay to the place of enlistment, 
It was explained that they believed 
the Philipppine islands "offered rare 
opportunities for industrious and en- 
terprising Americans to make for 
themselves homes,'? and that they 
desired to remain "for the purpose of 
taking part in the development of 
the mining, agricultural and Indus 
trial resources of the islands." 


The' petition stated that in the 


event* of favorable action by the gov 
eminent those signing it pledged 
themselves to united support in up 
holding the laws and protecting the 
interests 6f the United States there 
*ttd would, if so desired, becom 
members of a national guard or any 
other organization as might be nee 
essary for the best protection o 
American interests in the 
Philip 


pines.

Washington, May 31.—The presi- 
ent today declared to a congressman 
ho called that there was not at pres- 
nt any contemplation of largely in- 
reasing General Otis' forces in the 
hilippines. He said that nothing 
ad been received from General Otis 
hich indicated the necessity for 


more troops beyond the regulars who 
re to be sent to relieve the retiring 
olunteers. 
But the president added that if ad- 
itional reinforcements should be- 
ome 
necessary 
they 
would be 


romptly furnished. 
A number of governors of states 
ad advised him that they could fur- 
ish a number of regiments in short 
rder if the occasion required. But 
t the same time the president ex- 
ressed his strong belief and confi- 
ence that necessity for mustering 


additional volunteers in accord- 


nee with the authority granted by 
tie army reorganization bill would 
ot be wise . 
Secretary Alger was with the pres- 
dent for some time discussing the 
ituation. When he left the white 
ouse he denied that General Otis 
ad cabled yesterday that 30,000 
roops would be necessary. 
"General Otis," said he, "had been 
otified from time, to time that all 
tie troops he considered necessary 
would be supplied to him and not a 
Word of complaint has come from 
lim. This morning I cabled to Otis 
"iving him definite information as to 
he number of regulars he would 
iave after the volunteers are with- 
rawn. Including the Nineteenth in- 
antry, which was delayed at Ponce 
>y the stranding of the transport 
Meade, he will have 25,000 regulars 


"I asked him if more than that 


number would be required. We de- 
ire this information, because if vol- 
unteers must be mustered in it will 
equire all the time between now and 
he end of the rainy season to muster 
hem in, equip them and transport 
hem to the scene of action. 
"We could, if necessary, furnish 


General Otis with about 5,000 or 6,- 
000 additional regulars without call- 
ng for volunteers, but the sending of 
.he additional regulars would reduce 
the troops at the military posts in 
this country to a minimum 
cramp'us somewhat in Cuba

ifter the failure of all attempts at 
onciliation by means of indirect ne- 
gotiations , the contending parties be 
ibliged to have recourse to mediation 
r arbitration in cases indicated by 
he present act. 
2. All other cases of mediation or 


arbitration will be recommended by 
he signatory 
poweis but will re- 


main optional. 


3. Each of the signatory powers 


not involved in the conflict has in all 
:ases, even during hostilities, the 
ight to offei the contending partits 
ts good offices or mediation, or to 
iropose that they have recourse to 
he mediation of another powei 
equally neutial, or to arbitration. 
This cannot be considered by either 
if the contending parties as an un- 
'riendly act, even in a case wh«>re 
mediation or arbitration not being 
'bligatory it would be rejected. 
4. A demand for an offer of medi- 


ation takes piecedence of a proposal 
for arbitration, but arbitration may 
or must be proposed, according to 
the circumstances, not only when 
there is no demand or offer of media- 


n, but also when mediation would 


have been rejected or would not have 
ed to conciliation. 
5. A proposal of mediation or arbi- 


tration, until formally accepted by 
all the contending parties, cannot, 
unless there be a convention to the 
contrary, have the effect of intei- 
rupting or delaying impending mo- 
bilization or other preparatoiy mea- 
sures or militaiy operations. 


6. Recourse to mediation or arbi- 


tration, in conformity with article 1, 
is obligatory in cases of

In the couise of his le- 


marks he said that whoever was 
uilty somebody had committed the 
lime of tieason. 
Esterhazy, however, he pointed 
ut, having been acquitted of the 
uthoiship of the bordereau, cannot 
gain be prosecuted on this ground 
ven if he were a hundred times 
uilty. 
Later M. Manau said: 
"What proof exists that there has 
eeii an act of treason of a nature 
ending to compromise the security 


the state P Are we not, perhaps, 
the presence of a number of un- 


mpoitant documents, as General 
Mercier thought, and as a conse- 
uence in the presence of a mysteri- 
us hoax, and audacious piece of 
windling perpetrated by the author 
f the bordereau upon his foreign 
orrespondent? This is a terrible 
uestion, and one which involves the 
most painful presumption—that of 
lie martyrdom of the man whose in- 
locence seems established by sev- 
ral new facts." 
M. Manau's address was largely a 
epetition of the statements of the 
eporter of the case. There was the 
ame array of facts and similar de- 
uctions therefrom. The procurator 
general's analysis of the secret docu- 
ments was very close and he wound 
ip with an emphatic declaration that 
here was nothing in the secret "dos- 
ier" to incriminate Dreyfus, saying- 


'We do not understand why there 


was such delay in submitting them 
o investigation." 
This statement caused a sensation. 
Continuing, M. Manau remarked: 
"Of the thiee secret documents by 


which M. Cavaignac (foimer minister 


f war) sought to justify the con' 
lenination, two weie forgeries and 
he third does not apply to Dreyfus.' 
This declaration, uttered with im- 


pressive solemnity, had an immense 
effect upon the audience. 


In conclusion, M, Manau said: 
"We assert that seveial new facts 
ixist of such a nature as to prove 
Dreyfus' innocence. Therefoie, may 
t please the court to quash the judg- 
ment of December 22, 1894, and send 
Dreyfus, as a defendant, before such 
court martial as the court may de- 
cide." 


This statement caused applause 


which the president suppressed by 
oidering the court to be cleared.

How American Soldiers Are Ex- 


asperated by Treachery.

I The New York Post's correspondent 
at Marilao, P. I-, writing under date of 
April 14, says •. " Just watch our smoke" 
is what the Minnesota and Oregon reg- 
iments have adopted for a motto since 
their experiences of the last few days. 
Their trail was" eight miles long and 
the Btnoke of burning buildings and 
rice heaps rose into the heavens the en- 
tire distance and obscured the face of 
the landscape for many hours. They 
started at daylight in the morning. 
driving the rebels before them and set- 
ting the torch to everything burnable 
iu their course until noon, when they 
returned to their starting point at Bo- 
cave, on the railroad. This was in re- 
taliation for a night attack made upon 
them by the soldiers of Agaiualdo and 
the armed citizens residing in the raid- 
ed district. It was a sample of the war- 
fare that has been made necessary at 
times in certain districts where the en- 
tire male population belongs to the 
"citizen soldiery" of the revolution. In 
the daytime they are "muchos amigos" 
with the Americans, and speak disre- 
spectfully of Aguinaldo, but at night 
they recover their secreted guns, girt 
their loins with a homemade belt of 
Manser or Remington ammunition and 
prowl about the American camps to 
ohoot into them, pot sentinels, and cut 
off patrols, or join with the regular sol- 
diers in more serious attacks, such as 
the one that gave tho initiative to the 
eight mile trail of smoke. 


In one sense it is pitiful and in an- 


other amusing to see the little proces- 
sions of refugees and apparent noncom- 
batants passing constantly through the 
lines, making their way back to the 
homes they fled from as the American 
troops advanced in the campaign for 
the capture of Malolos, homes that may 
be but lieaps of ashes, around which 
homeless dogs howl at night, singed 
cats prowl, and where chickens that 
have been too agile for the foraging sol- 
diers Still continue to roost, and pigs 
that have lived for days upon the bodies 
of insurrectos killed in the woods and 
ricefields root for something else to sat- 
isfy their appetites. Pathetic only, and 
in no sense amusing, to one not hard- 
ened to all the finer sensibilities, would 
the sight be if it were in fact what it 
is in appearance—helpless and innocent 
refugees, driven from their homes by

•argents, of which the people were' 
aware, and th^t they were getting out 
of the way. A few hours later proof Of 
the correctness of this conclusion waa 
given, for a concerted and well planned 
attack was made upon the campfl at 
Marilao and fiocave by the soldiers of 
Agninalde and the armed populace. 


Soon after midnight a party of na- 


tives made a' rash 'upon the Bocave 
bridge, driving away the sentinels. 
This was immediately followed by an 
attack upon-the camp of one of the 
Minnesota companies thus cut off from 
hejp from t the other side of the river. 
Th'e captain, seeing that he was nearly 
surrounded, after replying to the fire 
for a time, quietly withdrew his com- 
pany to another location and let the na- 
tives fire into his empty camp. He se- 
cured a good location, and later had the 
pleasure of surprising them and killing 
and wounding quite a number. Mean- 
while the other company endeavored to 
go to the aid of the first one. When it 
approached the bridge, it was chal- 
lenged in the regular American way 
with "Halt! Who's there?" The cap- 
tain replied, "Company E, Thirteenth 
Minnesota," and instantly the ccui- 
mand *»Fire!" was heard, and a volley 
was poured into them from the bridge, 
several men being wounded. 


The attack on tne Oregon camp at 


Marilao was more elaborately planned. 
These three companies had no intrench- 
ments, their tents being pitched near 
the station building. They maintained 
outposts of 12 men each on the track a 
mile from camp, from which patrols 
were sent out along the track to connect 
with like patrols from other stations. 
The night waa dark as pitch, and five 
companies of natives 
stole quietly 


through the weeds and across the rice- 
lields in single file between the camp 
and the track outposts on both sides of 
the Marilao river" and formed a skirmish 
line around it on three sides. They cut 
the wires on both sides of the camp, and 
each party sent up a colored light when 
in position. They then moved down to- 
ward the camp rapidly. The cutting of 
the wires was known at once by the 
operator at Marilao. and he had just re- 
ported it when a track patrol came in 
breathlessly to say that he could hear 
men on the track about a quarter mile 
north tampering with the wire. Just 
then an outpost discovered the line of 
troops advancing at double time and 
poured a volley into it. 


Instantly it seemed as though bell 


had broken its gates. Little flashes of 
flame burst out on three sides of the 
camp, accompanied by the sharp pop of 
the Mauser and the heavier report of 
the Remington, and a storm of ballets 
sailed over and through the tents, lor- 
tunately, the officers were dressed and 
expecting some difficulty, because of 
the sou-ida of battle at Bocave.

FEAST OF THE DEAD. 


What the Spirit* Do Not Eat tbe 


Seneca Indian* Will. 


The Seneca Indiana at Guthrie, O. T., 


aie getting ready for the annual ob- 
servance of what they call the "feast of 
the dead." The entire tribe, number- 
ing now 114 persons, will gather at the 
appointed place aiid feast from tables 
at which no one is allowed to sit. The 
feast is usually spread at night, during 
which the spirits of departed Indians 
are supposed to return and partake of 
the viands prepared for them. 


Next day what is left of the feast by 


the shy and not overhungry spirits is 
eaten by the living, and the feast closes 
with a strawberry festival, as it is al- 
ways observed nt the time of the ripen- 
ing of this luscious fruit. This year tbe 
feast and dance will take place at the 
Coda Indian village. 


People who have seen the annual fes- 


tivals of the Senecas say they cannot 
remember of ever having seen any of 
the spirits of the departed Indian war- 
riors raturn and partake of the feast

Admiral George Dewey in a recent 


interiew at Hongkong said: 


"The courtesy of my visitors I warm- 


ly appreciate, but I am too mnch worn 
out and sick to receive them. I am not 
Borry to leave Manila at this time. I 
could not stand the care and responsi- 
bility nitioh longer. It is vastly easier 
Boiaetimes to be under orders than to 
isane them, 


"It is the responsibility that kills. 


Daring the year that has elapsed since 
Tim came to Manila I have not had one 
sick day until now. A year ia long 
enough in this climate for an old man, 
and I am glad to be permitted a rest. On 
this account I expect to remain in 
Hongkong two weeks. That ought to 
recuperate 
me. " My intention is to 


spend the time at Victoria peak, where 
I hope to be absolutey free from worry. 
Nobody is more sensible of the kindness 
of the people who have extended me in- 
vitations, but I do not wish for enter- 
tainment. 
My health will not stand it 


at present. Two weeks of perfect quiet 
at the peak ought to make a new man 
of me. 


"I have the greatest enthusiasm in 


the future of the Philippines. I hope to 
Bee America's possessions the key to 
oriental commerce and 
civilization. 


The brains of our great country will de- 
velop the untold agricultural and min- 
eral richness of the islands. We must 
never sell them. Such an action would 
bring on another great war. Wo will 
never part with the Philippines, I am 
enre, and in future years the idea that 
anybody shduld have seriously suggest- 
ed it will be one of the curiosities of 
history. 


"The insurrection is broken. There 


will be no more hard battles, and the 
new era for the islands that was tem- 
porarily delayed by tho rising will soon 
begifl. "Aguinaldo1 and his generals must 
be captured and then the very sem- 
blance of an insurrection will cease. 
Aguinaldo'a name is the real power 
ataong the natives. Wherever we go it 
is always Aguinaldo. The officers of the 
Tagalos, civil and military, tell us they 
have no power to treat for peace until 
they hear from Agninaldo. 
Foreigners 


and natives testifying before the peace 
commission all testify to the same state 
of facts. 


"Many of the island provinces that 


were once warlike are anxious for peace 
and will accept the American terms as 
agon as the Tagalos of Luzon are whip- 
ed into line, but they dare not treat 
with us as long as Aguinaldo has the 
power to confiscate property or punish 
those who offend him. 


"The end is not far off, if we push 


right after them. We must concentrate 
oar troops and vigorously prosecute the 
campaign in Luzon. That is onr whole 
task. The southern islands will quickly 
fall in line. This, I hope, will not be 
long in happening. 


"TheOlympia will go home leisurely. 


I want all of my officers and men to get 
the greatest benefit of all the stops we 
make. We will pick our places 'with 
this in mind. They have earned a rest 
by a year of steady duty without re 
spite. 
. :

SMOKING'S EFFECT ON EYES

Cincinnati I'll}ulciati Making- Prac- 


tical Tf»«« In Factories. 


Dr. Francis M. bowling, the Unitec 


States court physician, is making a test 
of the eyes of employees in cigar fac- 
tories in Cincinnati which will furnish 
facts for a discussion of the subject be- 
fore the National American Medical as- 
sociation. The test is to discover the 
effect upon the eyes of persons addicted 
to excessive smoking; also to see what 
effect fumes of tobacco in factories have 
on the sight. Dr. Dowling made a test 
nix years ago, which furnished the ma- 
terial for a book now used in medical 
literature in Paris. 


Dr. Dowliug has spent several days 


recently in making tests in local fac- 
tories, and the other day called on Col- 
lector of Internal 
Revenue Bellman 


to ascertain the names of all Cincinnati 
factories. He will call on Postmaster 
Monfort and ask permission to examine 
the eyes of a number of letter carriers 
to see tho effect of smoking. Ho will 
also examine the eyes of girls in cigar 
factories to discover what, if any, effect 
the fumes have on the sight.—Ex- 
change.

ODD REVOLUTIONARY RELIC. 


Vermont Workmen Unearth Old Kng- 


fcllsh McMliclne Pannier. 


While workmen were tearing down 


the old James R. Lnngdon building, at 
Main and State streets, in Montpelier, 
Vt., recently, several curious relies 
were unearthed in, an old medicine 
pannier taken from a British blockade 
runner captured during the Revolution- 
ary war. 


The pannier is a chest covered with 


untanned deer hide and is bound with 
heavy iron bands, much after the fash- 
ion of the truck of that period. It is 
divided into several compartments, in 
which were found many boxes of oint- 
ments and medicines. On the inside of 
the cover was a printed list of the 
drugs, hearing tho name of a London 
apothecary. 


The bcses which contain the oint- 


ments are of tin, closely sealed and 
square in shape. The medicines are in 
glass bottles with sealed corks and are 
in a good state of preservation. There 
is also a page from an old journal beai1- 
ing the date of May 17, 1828. Accoru- 
ing to the entries, tobacco at that time 
sold for S3 cents a pound, calico 2i: 
cents a yard, Hyson .tea $1 a pound aim 
shovels §1.31 each. The pannier will 
he given to the Vermont Historical so- 
ciety.—Philadelphia Press.

GAME FISH EXPERIMENTS. 


Attempt to Cross the Onnnanlche 


With Snliiibn From the .Sea. 


A remarkable experiment is now pro- 


ceeding at the government fish hatch 
ery'at Tadousac, Qne., at the mouth oi 
the Saguenay. It has been, observec 
that the famous ouananicho or freah 
water salmon caright in large numbers 
in Lake St. John and its tributary wa- 
ters, though quite as gamy as the salmon 
from the sea, are seldom more than 
about eight pounds in weight. Accord- 
ingly it has, 'been decided to cross the 
ouananicho with the salmon, and for 
this purpose 30,000 salmon eggs have 
been impregnated with the milt of the 
ouananiche and the,fertilization of the 
ova is understood to have been success- 
fully accomplished. The young fish are 
to be liberated in Lake St. John waters, 
and are expected to become l.irger speci- 
mens than the "ouananicho now taken 
in the lake. It is uncertain whether or 
not there will he any natural increase 
from these fish for some naturalists con 
tend that mules, or hybrids, do no1 


breed, and never occur naturally.' 'In 
that case the new fish will have to b' 
perpetuated by constant additions o: 
tho peculiar product of the hatchery. 


It was at one time proposed to 


achieve the object now aimed at by 
crossing the onarianiche with tho land 
locked salmon of the Sebago lakes. Tint 
idea was abandoned because it was 
feared that the product would partab 
of the less game qualities of the Maim 
fish, which are rarely surface feeders 
and usually taken upon a troll, whili 
the smaller but more gamy ouananichi 
take the fly and resist capture much in 
the same way as the Atlantic salmon, 
—New York Sun.

Vermont Workmen Un 


While workmen wero tearing down

On tho inside of 
tho cover wan a printed list of tho 
diu^s, bearing tho miinu o£ a London 
apothecary. 


Tho ucses which contain the oint- 


ment a aru of tin, closely sealed and 
square in shape. The medicines aro in 
glass bottle^ witii sealed corks and live 
in n good stntn of preservation. There 
is also 11 page from 1111 old jcurnal beitr- 
ing the date of May 17, 1828. AccortV 
ing to the entries, tobacco at that time 
sold for 22 cents a pound, calico -it 
cents a yard, Hyson .tea $1 a pound aim 
shovels §1.21 each. The pannier will 
be given to tho Vermont Historical so- 
ciety.—Philadelphia Press.

Dr. Bowling made a test 
aix years ago, which furnished the ma- 
terial for n book now used in medical 
literature in Paris.

A remarkable osperiment is now pro- 


ceeding nt tho ' government iish hatch- 
ery'»t Tiidousnc, Que., at tho month of 
the Sa^uenay. It lias been, observed 
that the famous ouananiclio or fresh 
water salmon caught iu large numbers 
iii Lake St. John and its tributary wa- 
ters, though quito as gamy as tho salmon 
from tlie sea, are seldom more than 
aliout eight pounds in weight. Aooord- 
in&ly it has.'been decided to cro^a the 
ouananiclio with the snlmon, and for 
this purpose 30,000 salmon eggs have 
been impregnated with the milt of the 
ouanauiehe and the,fertilization of the 
ova is understood to havo been success- 
Cully accomplished. Tho young fish are 
to be liberated in Lake St. John waters, 
and aru expected to become l.irger speci- 
mens than tho •ouaiianichu now taken 
iu the lake. It is uncertain'whether or 
not thero will be any natural 'increase 
from these iish for some naturalists con- 
tend that mules, or hybrids, do not 
breed, and never occur naturally. "In 
that case the new fish will havo to be 
perpetuated by constant additions of 
tho peculiar product of tbe hatchery. - 


It was at one time proposed to 


achieve the object now aimed at by 
crossing the ou;tnaniche with tlio laud- 
locked salmon of IheSebago lakes. This 
idea was abandoned because it was 
feared that tho product would partake 
of the less game qualities of the Maine 
Iish, which aro rarely surface fuedeis 
and usually taken upon a troll, whilu 
tlie smaller bnt more' gamy ouanaiiiclie 
ttiko the fly ami resist capture much in 
tho same way as tho Atlantic salmon.
